I  submit  for  your  information  and  consideration  my  eleventh  annual 
report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your  Borough. 


NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  Borough  occupies  an  enviable  situation,  lying  as  it  does 
between  the  New  Forest  on  the  North  and  sea  to  the  South.  On  the  West 
its  boundary  is  the  Walkford  Brook  which  separates  it  from  the  Borough 
of  Christchurch,  and  the  Rural  District  of  Ringwood  and  Fordingb ridge , 
and  on  the  East  it  is  bounded  by  the  estuary  of  the  Lymington  River 
with  its  splendid  yachting  facilities.  The  area  is  largely  agri¬ 
cultural  with  two  main  centres  of  population,  the  ancient  town  of 
Lymington  to  the  East  and  the  urban  area  of  New  Milton  to  the  West. 
Lesser  centres  of  population  are  at  Hordle,  Milford  and  Pennington, 

Many  light  industries  have  been  established  throughout  the  area. 
The  population  has  risen  steadily,  largely  by  immigration,  and  has 
now  passed  the  33,000  mark.  The  increase  in  the  population  over  the 
past  20  years  amounts  to  52%  and  over  the  same  period  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses  has  increased  by  78%.  The  subsoil  varies  from  clay 
to  gravel,  and  the  climate  is  equable.

LUNG  CANCER 


There  were  32  deaths  from  lung  cancer,  one  more  than  the  previous 
years  record  total.  11  of.  those  who  died  were  under  the  age  of  65. 

225  persons  have  now  died  in  this  district  in  the  past  ten  years 
from  this  self  inflicted  disease,  together  with  many  more  who  have  died 
from  coronary  heart  disease,  directly  or  indirectly  influenced  by 
cigarette  smoking.  In  addition  countless  others  have  suffered  chest 
ailments  as  the  direct  result  of  smoking. 

The  national  lung  cancer  death  rate  continues  to  rise,  though 
less  steeply  this  year  than  in  the  previous  one.  28,826  deaths 
occurred,  of  whom  4,930  were  women.  This  is  an  increase  of  576  deaths 
over  the  previous  year.  It  is  too  early  to  say  whether  the  reduced 
increase  is  of  any  significance.

There  are  715  on  the  housing  list,  of  which  285  are  applications 
for  Old  People’s  accommodation.  This  shows  an  increase  of  123  applic¬ 
ations  over  last  years  statistics,  98  of  which  are  for  Old  Peoples 
accommodation.  During  the  year  209  families  were  rehoused,  of  which 
33  were  in  Old  Peoples  accommodation. 

PUBLIC  SWH4MING  BATHS 


The  public  swimming  bath  is  an  open  air  pool  HO  feet  by  110 
feet  with  a  surface  area  just  under  l!  acres.  The  bottom  is  gravel  and 
the  sides  concrete.  The  depth  varies  from  3  ft.  to  10  ft.  and  it  is 
estimated  to  hold  nearly  2  million  gallons  of  ivater.  The  pool  is  filled 
through  sluices  from  the  estuary  at  high  water.  The  salinity  is  approx¬ 
imately  50%  of  sea  water.  Re -circulation  via  two  fountain  inlets  is  at 
a  rate  of  30,000  gallons  per  hour.  There  is  no  filtration  but  the  re¬ 
circulated  water  is  chlorinated.

The  analysis  shows  the  sample  to  be  slightly  acid.  The 
alkalinity  was  adjusted  by  the  addition  of  soda  ash  in  amounts 
equivalent  to  1  cwt.  per  100,000  gallons  of  water.  Otherwise  the 
general  quality  of  the  water  was  excellent.  The  copper  content  was 
sufficient  to  prevent  algal  growth. 


The  water  was  tested  regularly  during  the  season  by  the  Health 
Department.  63  samples  were  taken  for  residual  chlorine  and  72  pH 
tests  were  carried  out.  On  average  the  results  were  satisfactory. 

Bacteriological  Examination 


40  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Laboratory  between  May  and 
September,  when  the  baths  are  open.  2  samples  only,  both  taken  on 
the  same  day,  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

The  Amenities  Committee  continued  a  small  programme  of 
improvements  which  included  the  provision  of  a  scum  trough  at  the 
eastern  end  of  the  baths,  the  provision  of  new  concrete  panel  fencing 
at  the  western  end  and  the  construction  of  a  children's  paddling  pool. 
Paving  of  the  western  end  is  to  be  completed  before  the  next  season 
and  a  sand  pit  is  to  be  provided.  Although  it  was  not  the  best  of 
summer  seasons,  the  Bath  was  a  popular  attraction,  particularly  to 
the  children. 


Chemical  treatment  of  the  water  was  successful  and  it  was 
unnecessary  to  empty  and  refill  the  bath  during  the  whole  season. 


MOSQUITOES 


Treatment  of  ponds  in  different  parts  of  the  Borough  has 
continued  and  a  number  of  ditches  have  also  received  attention. 
Only  five  complaints  were  received  during  the  year,  although  this 
does  not  reflect  the  extent  of  the  nuisance.  Most  residents  have 
learnt  to  live  with  the  problem. 
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We  were  able  to  confirm  that  Aedes  detritus  is  the  major  biting 
mosquito  in  this  area  and  two  of  the  complaints  from  near  the  centre  of 
the  town  were  caused  by  this  species. 

This  species  breeds  in  saline  water  and,  as  has  been  previously 
stated,  breeds  in  considerable  numbers  in  the  salt  marshes.  The  last 
adult  of  this  species  is  found  in  late  October  or  early  November.  Until 
the  new  generation  emerges,  early  in  May,  larval  habitats  will  contain 
eggs  and  also  young  larvae. 

We  seem  to  have  succeeded  in  reducing  the  mosquito  population  in 
the  copse  in  Lower  Woodside  where  the  species  Aedes  punctor  and  Anopheles 
claviger  were  breeding  in  large  numbers  in  pools,  the  former  seldom  enter 
houses  and  are  troublesome  out  of  doors.  They  often  breed  in  water  tanks 
and  cisterns;  residents  with  gardens  containing  water  butts  or  ponds 
should  pay  particular  attention  to  cleaning  these  out,  particularly  bet¬ 
ween  the  end  of  May  and  the  end  of  October  each  year, 

Aedes  punctor  is  one  of  the  most  troublesome  English  mosquitoes 
and  will  bite  both  by  day  and  by  nigjht  and  will  enter  houses  close  to 
breeding  grounds.

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Measles  Vaccination 


In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Health 
accepted  a  recommendation  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Vaccination 
and  Immunisation  that  measles  vaccination  with  a  live  attenuated 
vaccine  should  be  made  available  for  children  up  to  age  15. 

In  the  first  place  supplies  of  vaccine  were  limited  and 
were  reserved  for  children  beti^en  the  ages  of  4  and  7  and  for 
children  at  Day  Nurseries  and  Nursery  Schools  from  age  1.  Later, 
as  supplies  increased,  the  whole  age  range  was  covered. 

Vaccination  sessions  were  arranged  in  schools  and  day 
nurseries  and  in  addition  family  doctors  treated  children  at 
their  surgeries.  A  good  response  was  obtained  and  at  the  time 
of  writing  it  is  apparent  that  vaccination  has  already  had  a 
considerable  effect  on  the  epidemiological  pattern  of  the 
disease.  In  what  should  have  been  a  measles  year  the  expected 
outbreak  has  not  occurred  locally  and  nationally  measles 
notifications  have  reached  no  more  than  one  fifth  of  the 
expected  numbers.

WATER  SUPPLY 


( a )  Lymington  Town's  Supply 

The  source  of  the  supply  is  from  the  Bracklesham  sands  and  it  is 
thought  that  these  sands  at  Ampress  are  contained  within  a  clay  basin  into 
which  the  underground  water  collects.  The  source  is  capable  of  producing 
up  to  600,000  gallons  per  day.  The  three  artesian  boreholes  are  of  approx¬ 
imately  390  feet  depth  and  are  of  16" ,  18"  and  24"  diameter.  Under  load 
the  normal  pumping  level  is  about  150  feet  from  the  surface.  The  water  is 
lifted  in  two  stages,  first  by  compressed  air  to  ground  level  and,  after 
filtration  and  chlorination,  by  main  centrifugal  pumps  to  the  >3way  Road 
Tower. 

The  undertaking  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Borough  Engineer  and 
the  following  details  were  obtained  from  his  department.

Both  samples  were  of  excellent  quality  showing  no  evidence  of 
pollution  or  contamination. 

Bacteriological  Examination 

Samples  are  taken  weekly  from  supply  and  in  addition  each 
bore  is  sampled  in  rotation. 

104  samples  were  taken  and  all  were  satisfactory.  No 
coliform  bacilli  or  bacterium  coli  (type  l)  were  found  per 
100  ml.  fortnightly  pH  testing  of  the  supply  is  carried  out 
by  the  Public  Health  Department  of  filtered  and  backwash  water. 
Extremely  good  results  were  obtained  as  shown  by  the  following 
table :

This  sample  is  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  has  a  reaction  on  the 
alkaline  side  of  neutrality  and  is  free  from  metals.  The  water  is  moder¬ 
ately  hard  in  character  and  contains  no  excess  of  mineral  or  saline  con¬ 
stituents  in  solution.  It  is  of  a  high  standard  of  organic  quality  and 
bacterial  purity. 

These  results  indicate  a  water  which  is  pure  and  wholesome  in 
character  and  suitable  for  drinking  and  domestic  uses. 
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Bacteriological  Examination 


Fifty  two  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination  and  all  samples 
were  satisfactory. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Although  there  has  been  some  slowing  down  of  the  principle 
main  drainage  schemes  considerable  progress  has  been  made  with 
the  design  works  for  both  the  drainage  of  the  Riverside  Areas 
and  the  Wains  ford  Relief  Sewer.  It  is  important  that  both  these 
schemes  should  go  ahead  as  early  as  possible. 

The  wet  winter  has  produced  a  number  of  surface  water 
drainage  problems,  all  of  which  are  being  investigated  with  a 
view  to  preparing  improvement  schemes. 

Sewage  effluent  samples  have  been  taken,  all  of  -which  had 
high  bacterial  counts.  These  are  consistant  with  partial  sewage 
treatment  carried  out  at  the  Barton  Works. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

A  once  weekly  refuse  collection  service  is  operated  in  all 
parts  of  the  Borough,  with  a  second  collection  to  trade  premises 
where  necessary. 

Controlled  tipping  has  continued  at  Pennington  Marshes  and' 
the  site  has  been  kept  tidy  and  is  regularly  treated  for  vermin. 
Permanent  rat  poisoning  points  have  been  established  with  consider¬ 
able  success.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  secure  additional  tipping 
space  at  Efford  in  conjunction  with  the  gravel  workings  of  the 
New  Milton  Sand  and  Ballast  Company, 

During  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  adjust  the  refuse 
collection  rounds  in  order  to  introduce  a  further  collection 
gang,  making  six  gangs  collecting  domestic  refuse  and  one  small 
gang  collecting  trade  refuse. 

A  Norba  screw  type  continuous  loading  vehicle  was  purchased 
and  a  second  similar  machine  has  been  placed  on  order.  As  a  result 
of  obtaining  the  new  eauipment  it  is  hoped  to  avoid  complaints  of 
delay  in  collection  of  refuse  and  to  be  able  to  collect  from  each 
premise  on  the  same  day  each  week. 
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The  special  collection  of  bulky  items,  once  a  month,  has  a pain 
proved  to  be  a  popular  service.  In  addition  this  service  reduces 
indiscriminate  dumping  on  waste  ground  and  roadside  verges. 

Agreement  has  been  reached  with  one  Caravan  Site  to  use  the 
paper  sack  method  of  storage.  This  should  prove  more  hygienic  and 
will  ease  the  task  of  the  collection  service.  It  is  hoped  that 
other  sites  will  enter  into  this  system.

REPORT  ON  SAMPLES  OF  FOOD,  PLANT  AND  EQUIPMENT  ETC. 

Cream  Confectionery 

Samples  of  dairy  cream  confectionery  were  taken  from  six 
establishments  manufacturing  these  products.  Five  were  found  to 
be  bacteriologically  unsatisfactory  and  were  the  result  of  practices 
not  hygienically  sound. 

Advice  and  recommendations  were  given  in  connection  with 
sterilisation  of  equipment  and  methods  of  storage.  Repeat  samples 
were  satisfactory. 

Dairy  Premises 

Eighteen  swabs  were  taken  from  dairies  in  the  district  to  check 
the  efficiency  of  milk  processing.  These  samples  proved  to  be  all 
satisfactory. 
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Cream 


Three  samples  of  fresh  cream  were  taken  and  found  to  be 
bacteriologically  of  good  quality. 

Streams  and  Ponds 


Eight  samples  were  taken  from  a  stream  and  two  ponds 
following  complaints  of  alleged  pollution.  In  the  case  of 
the  stream  extending  from  Gore  Road,  through  Old  Milton  to 
Becton  Bunny,  some  pollution  was  found  which  originated,  after 
heavy  rainfall,  from  farm  land  and  factory  wastes.  The  two 
ponds  were  found  not  to  be  polluted. 


Baths 


Samples  taken  of  water  from  a  school  bath  and  one  situated 
on  a  camp  site  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

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COMPLAINTS  AND  NUISANCES 


Complaints  received  during  the  year  totalled  270  and,  in 
addition,  there  were  602  complaints  of  rodent  infestation.  Of  the 
270  complaints,  remedial  action  was  required  in  218  instances.  The 
nature  of  these  complaints  and  the  results  of  action  is  indicated 
below:

Noise  Abatement  Act.  I960

Complaints  were  received  of  noise  nuisance  from  twelve 
premises  and  attention  was  required  in  seven  cases. 

Five  referred  to  noise  emanating  from  factory  premises  and 
building  operations,  one  to  noisy  dogs  and  the  other  related  to 
pop-group  music.  Substantial  reduction  in  the  noise  level  was 
achieved  in  respect  of  the  factories,  necessitating  a  change  in 
operations  in  some  instances.  In  one  instance  a  petition  from 
nearby  residents  was  received  and,  although  a  reduction  in  the  noise 
from  the  use  of  a  particular  piece  of  equipment  resulted,  the  matter 
has  not  yet  been  resolved. 

Clean  Air  Act.  1956 

By  far  the  greatest  number  of  complaints  received  (8) 
related  to  garden  fires  which  caused  annoyance  to  neighbours, 
principally  because  the  offender  sited  his  bonfire  as  far  from 
his  own  house  as  possible  and  often  resulting  in  the  smoke 
blowing  into  his  neighbours  house  or  onto  his  washing.  Most 
of  these  cases  were  satisfactorily  resolved.  Four  complaints 
were  regarding  factory  wastes  and  operations.  One  Statutory 
Notice  was  served  under  Section  16  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956 
to  abate  the  nuisance  arising  from  burning  factory  wastes. 

Two  complaints  arose  from  burning  waste  material  from  business 
premises  and  these  were  met  by  instituting  a  paper  sack  collection 
instead. 
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House  Pests 


Complaints  received  were  in  respect  of  infestations  of  fleas 
(l),  cockroaches  (4),  flies  (12),  wasps  (3)  and  a  miscellany  in 
connection  with  dogs,  cats,  beetles,  mosquitoes,  ants,  other 
insects  as  well  as  rabbits  (4).  Treatment  was  carried  out  in  some 
instances  and  advice  on  remedial  measures  in  others. 

Feral  Pigeons 

An  increase  in  the  population  of  feral  pigeons  in  the  Station 
Ftoad  area  has  been  apparent  in  spite  of  trapping  which  has  continued 
on  the  roof  tops  of  nearby  buildings.  Two  traps  are  in  operation 
and  a  total  of  33  feral  pigeons  have  been  caught  but  the  present 
population,  divided  into  five  colonies  is  approximately  120. 

Complaints  have  been  received  of  nuisance  caused  by  these 
pigeons  including  damage  to  roofs  and  gutters.  Fouling  of  the 
footpath  has  also  occurred  as  well  as  defacing  other  parts  of 
buildings.  Unfortunately  when  they  have  been  cleared  from  one 
site  a  fresh  colony  appears  not  far  away.  Work  has  been  hampered 
by  people  feeding  them.  Trapping  is  to  be  continued  but  consider¬ 
ation  may  have  to  be  given  to  other  methods  of  dealing  with  these 
pests  if  this  method  of  control  fails. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ACT  AND  REGULATIONS 

There  are  3  registered  dairies,  70  registered  distributors 
of  milk  and  3  pasteurising  establishments.  Two  of  these  establish¬ 
ments  pasteurise  under  the  Holder  Process  and  the  other  has  a 
H.T.3.T.  plant.  In  the  former  cases  the  milk  is  retained  at  a 
temperature  of  not  less  than  145°F  and  not  more  than  150°F  for  at 
least  30  minutes  and  in  the  latter  the  milk  is  retained  at  a  temper¬ 
ature  of  not  less  than  161  F  for  at  least  15  seconds;  in  both  methods 
the  milk  is  required  to  be  immediately  cooled  to  below  50  F, 

Powers  of  licensing  have  been  delegated  to  this  authority 
by  the  County  Council  and  the  plants  and  premises  are  subject  to 
inspection  by  officers  of  the  Public  Health  Department.  Samples 
of  pasteurised  milk  are  taken  at  least  once  monthly  from  each 
pasteurising  establishment  and  are  examined  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Bosconibe.

The  seven  milk  sample  failures  were  in  respect  of  cartoned  milk 
from  street  vending  machines. 

Stricter  control  of  the  methods  of  the  manual  handling  of  new 
cartons  being  installed  in  the  machines  resulted  in  subsecuent  samples 
taken  being  satisfactory. 

Batches  of  washed  bottles  were  taken  periodically  from  each 
dairy  for  examination.  Of  the  126  bottles  taken  only  2  were  found 
to  be  unsatisfactory  from  a  bacteriological  point  of  view.  The 
problems  facing  dairies  with  regard  to  returnable  milk  containers 
are  mainly  the  result  of  depositing  foreign  matter  varying  from 
lumps  of  cement  from  building  sites  to  plastic  soldiers  in  milk 
bottles  from  schools  or  households. 

The  failure  of  many  householders  simply  to  rinse  the  bottle 
before  putting  out  for  collection  causes  difficulty  in  spotting 
foreign  matter  as  well  as  making  difficult  the  cleaning  process, 
due  to  the  adhesion  of  often  soured  milk  fat  on  the  internal  surface 
of  the  bottle.  A  little  more  co-operation  of  customers  would  assist 
greatly  in  maintaining  a  high  standard  of  purity  in  our  mike  supply. 

MEAT,  SLAUGHTERHOUSES.  FOOD  STORES ,  ETC. 

There  is  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough  sited 
in  Sky  End  Lane,  Hordle.  These  premises  have  been  maintained  in 
a  satisfactory  condition. 

100 %  inspection  of  animals  slaughtered  has  been  possible  since 
the  operation  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963.'  All  meat 
inspection  duties  are  carried  out  on  a  rota  basis  by  Mr,  Tomkins, 

Mr.  Stopher  and  Mr.  Fleming.

7.  Comments 


The  established  practice  of  regular  daily  inspection  of 
poultry  has  been  continued  during  the  year.  The  total  throughput 
has  again  increased  by  nearly  another  25/  over  the  previous  year. 
This  is  somewhat  reflected  in  the  national  increase  in  pound  per 
head  of  population  consumption  of  lB.1  lbs  in  1967/68  as  against 
17.4  lbs  in  1966/67,  although  the  consumption  of  poultry  is  still 
below  each  of  the  traditional  red  meats  which  shows  the  possibility 
of  still  further  increases  in  poultry  production. 

Despite  the  increase  in  throughput  the  percentage  of  bird/ 
parts  condemned  has  decreased  by  0.117/  -  this  being  mainly  due 
to  higher  standards  of  poultry  production.  The  system  of  quality 
control  carried  out  by  the  Company  has  been  further  improved  by 
the  rejection  of  a  higher  number  of  birds  themselves,  thus 
relieving  the  Inspector  of  this  work  and  enabling  him  to  spend 
more  time  in  dealing  with  specific  food  hygiene  matters. 
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The  co-operation  of  the  Management  has  continued.  Improvements 
to  a  large  part  of  the  premises  have  now  been  completed.  The  remaining 
improvements  required  are  programmed  for  over  a  continuous  period. 
Thirty  samples  of  poultry  were  examined  at  the  Laboratory  together  with 
samples  from  the  plant,  equipment,  drainage  and  water  supply  including 
the  chlorinated  water  used  in  the  spin  chiller  tanks. 


KNACKERS’  YARD 


There  is  one  Knackers  Yard  situated  in  the  rural  part  of  the 
Borough. 

The  number  of  horses  slaughtered  at  these  premises  during  the  year 
was  8  and  142  horse  carcases  were  received  during  the  same  period. 
Animals  other  than  horses  slaughtered  during  the  year  was  15  and  482 
other  animals  were  received  during  the  period. 

The  premises  have  been  satisfactorily  maintained  during  the  year.

During  the  year  465  samples  were  procured  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  19 55,  within  the  Borough  of  Lymington. 

Milk  Samples 

388  milk  samples,  including  116  of  "Channel  Islands",  were 
obtained.  Three  samples  of  ordinary  milk  were  unsatisfactory.  Two 
contained  added  water  and  two  -  including  one  of  the  former  -  were 
deficient  in  fat.  The  discrepancies,  however,  were  of  a  minor  nature 
(the  added  water  not  exceeding  Z%)  and  were  dealt  with  by  warnings  to 
the  vendors  responsible.  The  necessary  follow-up  action  was  taken  in 
these  cases  to  ensure  freedom  from  further  complaint. 

Miscellaneous  Samples 

77  samples  of  articles  other  than  milk  were  obtained,  two  being 
the  subject  of  adverse  reports.  These  were  in  respect  of  different 
varieties  of  cheese.  Both  products  were  of  satisfactory  composition 
but  were  not  appropriately  labelled  with  the  descriptions  required  by 
the  relevant  Regulations,  in  these  cases,  "Skimmed  Milk  Soft  Cheese" 
and  "Full  Fat  Soft  Cheese"  respectively.  The  matters  were  referred 
to  the  manufacturer  and  importer  responsible,  suitable  amendments  being 
made  to  the  labels.

In  addition  to  the  samples  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  the  usual  attention  was  given  to  the  labels  and  descriptions 
of  food  and  drugs  under  the  provisions  of  the  Labelling  of  Food 
Order  and  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act.  There  were  no  serious 
complaints  concerning  these  matters.

There  were  25  complaints  of  foreign  matter  found  in  food  or  of 
the  unsound  condition  of  food  purchased  or  delivered  from  food  premises. 
Nine  of  the  complaints  were  regarding  the  condition  of  bread.  In  eight 
of  these  cases  the  cause  of  complaint  was  of  vegetable  oil  or  mixtures 
of  flour,  which,  inoffensive  in  themselves,  caused  discolouration  of 
the  bread.  Other  complaints  were  in  respect  of  milk  (two)  one  of  which 
was  taint  and  traced  to  feeding  rather  strong  silage;  tinned  meat 
(four),  butter,  yoghurt,  apple  pie,  tinned  vegetables,  tomato  and 
orange  juice  and  sausages. 

All  the  complaints  were  investigated  and  the  more  serious  dealt 
with  by  a  warning.  No  prosecutions  were  instituted  this  year.

At  the  end  of  the  year  all  registered  premises  except  two  had 
received  an  initial  general  inspection.  Some  24  registrations  had 
been  received  during  the  year  and  of  these  9  were  due  to  change  of 
ownership  and  15  to  new  premises  registering  for  the  first  time. 

20  general  inspections  were  made  and  non-compliance  of  the  Act 
and  the  Regulations  were  found  in  18  premises  which  amounted  to  29 
items  of  omission  or  defects. 

During  the  period  23  notices  were  complied  with  leaving  some 
13  outstanding,  although  -work  is  in  progress  in  most  of  these. 

During  the  year  a  spot  check  was  carried  out  on  a  certain  day 
and  during  the  period  of  one  hour  to  ascertain  the  temperature  in  a 
cross  section  of  registered  premises,  some  33  being  involved.  On 
the  day  selectedQthe  atmospheric  shade  temperature  during  the  time  of 
the  check  was  45  F,  26  were  found  to  comply  at  or  over  the  temperature 
required;  3  bad  temperatures  at  up  to  2  F  under  and  4  up  to  6  F  under 
the  statutory  requirement.  In  2  cases  thermometers  were  missing  and 
one  found  to  be  broken.  Verbal  notices  were  given  at  the  time  and  on' 
later  revisits  the  heating  requirements  were  fgund  to  be  satisfactory. 
It  was  noticed  that  temperatures  as  high  as  72  F  were  recorded  in  some 
offices. 
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It  is  now  apparent  that  a  system  of  re -inspections  must  be  started 
and  it  is  hoped  to  cover  all  the  premises  over  a  period  of  three  years. 
This  will  involve  the  re-inspection  of  approximately  160  premises  each 
year.  It  is  felt  that  these  further  inspections  are  essential  as  premises 
may  have  been  altered  and/or  the  number  of  staff  varied. 

Two  accidents  were  reported  during  the  year,  one  of  these  occurred 
during  the  cleaning  of  a  hand  operated  slicing  machine.  The  person 
involved  inadvertantly  moved  the  handle  with  his  body  whilst  cleaning 
the  blade.  It  is  felt  that  some  method  of  disconnecting  the  drive 
whilst  cleaning  operations  are  being  carried  out  would  prevent  this 
type  of  accident.  The  other  accident  occurred  whilst  a  butcher  was 
sharpening  his  knife  on  a  steel.  The  guard  on  the  steel  was  found  to 
be  high  and  it  was  thought  that  a  slightly  larger  guard  might  have 
prevented  this  accident.  In  neither  case  was  it  considered  necessary 
to  take  any  statutory  action.

Petroleum  (Inflammable  Liquids)  Order.  1968 
The  Inflammable  Substances  (Conveyance  by  Road) 

(Labelling)  Regulations,  1966 

The  Petroleum  (Carbon  Disulphide)  Order.  1966 

The  Inflammable  Liquids  (Conveyance  by  Road)  ^Regulations .  1966 

These  new  Regulations  are  enforced  by  the  local  authority 
responsible  for  granting  licences.  The  main  effect  of  the  Orders  is 
to  bring  over  200  inflammable  liquids  within  the  scope  of  the  Petroleum 
(Consolidation)  Act,  1928.  The  object  is  first  to  ensure  that  certain 
basic  safety  precautions  are  observed  when  the  substances  concerned  are 
conveyed  by  road,  or  loaded  and  unloaded  and,  second,  to  require  the 
vehicles  and  packages  to  be  distinctively  labelled  so  that,  in  the 
event  of  a  road  accident  or  other  accident,  the  emergency  services  will 
have  an  immediate  indication  of  the  hazard. 

Model  Code  of  Principles  of  Construction  and  Licensing  Conditions  for 
Stores  and  Petrol  Filling  Stations ,  1968 

This  new  code  replaces  the  one  introduced  by  the  Home  Office 
in  1957, 
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The  main  differences  to  the  old  Code  are : 


1.  Classification  of  dangerous  areas  are  precisely  defined 
as  are  safety  distances. 

2.  The  revised  Code  recommends  that  licensees  of  can  stores 
and  filling  stations  should  be  required,  as  a  condition  of 
licence,  to  have  their  electrical  equipment  inspected  annually 
by  a  competent  person  acceptable  to  the  licensing  authority. 

3.  Recommendations  as  to  construction  of  can  stores  and  install¬ 
ations  at  petrol  filling  stations  have  been  revised. 

The  changes  in  the  Code  necessitated  some  alteration  in  licensing 
conditions .

The  charges  for  treatment  of  business  premises  have  been 
revised  in  respect  of  rodent  control.  The  new  charge  being  13/- 
per  hour  with  a  minimum  charge  of  one  guinea  per  visit.  A  complete 
treatment  covers  the  initial  inspection,  laying  baits  and  checking 
on  the  effectiveness  of  the  treatment  and  usually  entails  three 
visits  with  the  minimum  charge  of  three  guineas. 

The  maintainance  treatment  was  carried  out  to  the  sewers 
in  Lymington  North,  New  Milton,  Ashley,  Bashley  and  Bart on-on-Sea. 
130  manholes  were  baited.  The  poison  used  was  fluoracetamide  and 
it  was  found  to  be  very  effective.  14  sections  of  sewer  were  found 
to  be  infested.  Retreatment  was  carried  out  and  negative  results 
obtained.  This  was  the  most  effective  sewer  treatment  vie  have 
experienced  and  reflects  the  care  and  effort  taken  by  members  of 
the  staff.  The  number  of  complaints  received  since  this  treatment 
was  completed  has  dropped  by  some  15%.  This  may  be  co-incidence 
but  I  am  informed  by  the  Infestation  Division  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  that  similar  reductions  have  been 
experienced  in  other  towns  where  sewer  treatment  has  been  effective. 

The  poison  used  for  day-to-day  treatment  is  Warfarin  and  no 
resistance  to  this  has  been  found.

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GENERAL  REMARKS 


The  general  health  of  the  Borough  was  satisfactory  through¬ 
out  the  year. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  low.  The  cases  of 
measles  were  largely  a  carry  over  from  the  measles  outbreak  of 
the  previous  year  and  few  occurred  after  measles  vaccination 
commenced  in  the  early  summer. 

The  estimated  population  rose  by  550  to  33,130.  The  average 
annual  increase  over  the  past  ten  years  is  735.  Deaths  exceeded 
births  by  133  indicating  the  arrival  of  683  immigrants  during 
the  year. 

The  birth  rate  improved  over  last  years  very  low  figure 
and  indeed ,  after  making  allowance  for  the  age  and  sex  distribution 
of  the  population,  it  compares  favourably  with  the  national  rate. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  rose  to  the  highest  figure  since 
I960  and  was  above  the  national  rate. 

The  number  of  deaths  showed  a  small  increase,  again  giving 
a  crude  death  rate  much  higher  than  the  national  average  but 
comparing  favourably  with  it  when  adjusted  for  age  and  sex 
distribution. 

The  housing  waiting  list  has  appreciably  increased  in  spite 
of  the  housing  of  over  200  families  during  the  year. 

Extensions  and  improvements  to  the  sewerage  system  are  held 
up  by  controls  on  expenditure. 

I  again  thank  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their 
continued  interest  and  encouragement,  colleagues  in  other  depart¬ 
ments  for  their  advice  and  assistance  and  in  particular  the  staff 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  loyal  co-operation 
throughout  the  year.
